Pmith and Mr. Calhoun in’ New York, first started 
the project, his idea being tosupply from a southern 
factory the southern demand for oleomargarine.

On 
their return Mr. Van Epps wrote an elaborate report 
which the committee signed and on which subscrip- 
tion was asked. The total amount of $500,000 (with 
the exception of $75,000 worth set apart as working 
capital) was soon taken. The most of it was sub- 
scribed in Atlanta, Mr. Thurber and Mr. Smith tak- 
ing the most of what was allotted to New Y Orly 
The directors are, with the exception of Mr. Smith, 
Atlanta men. 

The works are situated on the East Tennessee and 
Virginia road near the shopsof thatcompany.

A Thousand Cattle a Day. 
AND HOW THEY CAN BE SLAUGHTERED AND PACKED 
AND SOLD, 

Walking out of the city of pensand stock-lanes,we 
entered a huge building which was prepared for 
the slaughtering:-o1 caitle, Mr. Beattie, the presi- 
dent, said: 

“Here wecan kill and quarter and yack 1,000 
beeves in a day without crowding. There is no ar- 
rangement for slaughtering beef so complete as 
ours this side cf Chicago. Yon seé@ the cattle are 
driven into these pens; a bullock is lassoed, anc by 
the turn of a pulley his head is drawn to the flor 
here, bis throat is cut and, by touching this lever, 
he is hoisted into theair and suspended from this 
elevated railroad. He is skinned, cut open, the 

lood and offal dropping through this crack into our 
blood-trongh below, where it is carried to a pit and 
there made into fertilizers. As soon as the carcass 
is stripped, it is whirled on its pulley, and men 
standing at one of these nozzles pours a stream of 
water on itand washes it thoroughly. By a mere 
turn of the hand it is then sent whirling on this ele- 
vated railroad, in between two rafters, to heng un- 
til wanted, or to one of these dvors where it is 
dumped into a butchers’ cart that stands waiting. 
We can handle 50 beeves at one time, and can kill 
cheaper, more rapidly, and better than Can pos- 
sibly be dune elsewhere.” 

“Where will you get all the cattle you need?" 

“That brings up an interesting question. We 
need for our butter works the choice fat of 100 
beeves a day, and can use the fet of 400aday. Nuw, 
Atlanta consumes 100 beeves a day, We will get the 
killing of all these, for the reason that we slaughter 
withowt any cost to the butcher, except to take the 
offal and blood (which he wew throws away) forour 
fertilizer department. We propose also to offer bim 
better beef than he can geteleewhere. In our pens 
we will keep cattle equal to the best in America, 
and the butcher who wishes to keep his trade must 
import @eeves himself or buy from.what we bring

“Certainly. The Chiceco butchers buy beeves 
in East Tennessee and Kentucky, put them’on the 
Cincinnati Southern, baul themto Chicago, kill 
them and ship the meat back in refrigerato cars 
to the south. We propose to buy the cattle in the 
same sections, ships them directly here, kill them 
and supply the country from Charlotte to New 
Orleans. We have looked into the freightvates and 
they give us an advantage that will enable ustoun- 
dersell Chicago or any city in this section on the 
best grade of beef.’’ 

“You will then supply 
dressed heef?’’ 

“Why not? Thisisa capital distributing point. 
Our slaughtering and packing facilities are une- 
qualled. We have now an order for three carloads 
of dressed beef a week to Jacksonville alone, Ye 
will move slowly but surely. Wecan kill 00 fine 
beeves a day for Atlanta consumption. As soon as 
itis proven that we sell the best beef obtainable, 
and send it in refrigerator cars eheaper 
than it can be shipped on heof, we wi'l ship 
several carloads daily to other cities. Our first

From these three points come as fat and fine beeves 
as are to be found anywhere. New York, €hicago, 
Cincinnati amd even Europe draws on 
Kentucky, Tenn@éssee and Virginia.

There is 
no better grazing country in the world than that.” 

‘‘Your beef-packing alone will be a big business?”’ 

“We will show you this year stock pens full of a 
grade of cattle never brought here before. The 
butchers will be compelled to buy of us because 
they cannot get as fine cattle or have them slaugh- 
tered as cheaply elsewhere. We will pack and ship 
many a carload of this meat to other southern 
cities, You observe we utilize every particle 
of beef here. Even the offal and blood formerly 
wasted is carried: through this gutter to our fertil- 
izer works and worked up.’’ 


Pork Packing and Curing. 


itow 1,000 HOGS A DAY CAN BE HANDLED — KILLING 
AND DRESSING BY MACHINERY. 


“In this building,’, said Mr, Calhoun, ‘‘we’are 
prepared for pork-packing on a large scale. Acom- 
mittee sent out by usexamined in person the best 
establishments of the sort in Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago and we have one here that is equal toany in 
completeness, We received eight car-loads of hogs 
the other morning—450 in all. We started them in 
h« re and in four hours and twenty mioutes we had 
killed, cut upand packed the lot. We can average 
more than one hog every half minute ’ 

The process is an interesting one. The hogs are 
driven from the peus up a gaugway into the killing 
pen. Here they are stuck by experts. They are 
then shoved into an inclined shute, down which 
they slide into an immense boiler heated by steam, 
where they are scalded. In this boiler are huge 
iron arms, worked by a lever that throws out the 
hogs as fast as received on alongtable. On each 
side of this stand negroes with knives, and the hogs 
are scraped as theycome. Attheend of this table 
are long hooks suspended from little wheels that 
revolv@in the frosvé Of Wel roar ratlWay. “Ass 
hog is scraped he is fixed to one of these hooks and 
sent whirling round the circle. Before he gete Ralf 
way he is stopped by a negro who slits him» ppen 
strips him and sends him on, Half way eal the 
circle again he is halted by a negro with a hose who 
washes him out, and sends him spinning downa 
lane-way between the ra ters and into the cooling: 
room. This is simply an cnormous ice-box, with 
double walls and a freezing temperature, in whieh 
thousands of hogs may be packed. 

Alongside this room are blocks 04 which the hogs 
can be cut into whatever shape desired, and the 
spare ribsand backbones trimmed. In an annex 
are huge works for making lard, all run by 
steam-gnd fitted with the latest patents. The lard 
will be made here by thousands of pounds. 

Under this floor is an immense room with dirt 
floor and tgiple roc k walls that is intended for cur- 
ing the pork. itis jntended to turn out from this 
department as fine ice-cured and sugar-cured hams, 
sides and shoulders as are so! anywhere. Mr. 
Calhoun says: 
“There is no reason why we cannct cure haais 
that will equal even the fancy bragds. We shall 
certainly make hams and sides that will sell asa 
first class article. The surplus spareribs and back. 
bones, above Atlanta’s consumption, we will pack 
in ice and ship to neighboring cities.”’ 

‘What are the annual receipts of hogs here?’’ 

‘In 1880 there passed through the stockyards of 
Mr. Beatie and Mr. MeGaughey:5.148 hogs. We 
should kill and pack several times that many each 
year.’’ 

The blood and offal of the hogs is carried through 
huge troughs to the fertilizer Works just as that of 
the cattle. Mr. McGaughey says the net profit to 
the company on the 450 hogs slaughtered as a 
was 70 cents a head. 
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An ice Factory asan Incident. 
FIFTEEN TONS OF ICE MADE EVERY DAY FOR PACK 
ING ANP CURING AND REFRIGERATING, 

“You will see readily,”’ said Mr. Calhoun, ‘that 
in these depa-tments we will need a vast amount 
ofice. We feltthat we could not rely on an out- 
side source for this, as the price might be run up 
on us or the supply run short. We therefore have 
our own ice factory bere.”’ 

“What is its capacity ”’’ 

‘‘We cau make fifteen tons of ice per day, or vir- 
tually 30,000 pounds. We need alirge amount for 
our dairy department, and what we do not need we 
can sell. You perceive that at $6 a ton the ice we 
make would cost us $90 a day if we had to buy it.’”’

‘‘Oleomargarine,’’ said Mr. Van Epps, ‘‘isa child 
In France meat is scarce and butter 
scarcer still-~the-+enetr PoreinMent, realizing 
this, asked her chem'sts if an article as pure 
and as good as butter, and much cheaper, could 
not be discovered by the people of France. This 
qgestiog set that famous school of chemists to work, 
but Hippolyte Meige, one of the most distinguished 
of their number, was most successfu). He laid 
open nature’s secret, and the result of his research 
is oleomargarine. He secured samples of the best 
dairy butter and subjected them to rigid aualysis.

-hat butter was fat and fat wus butter. He discoy- 
ered that the cow drew on the fat of bcr-own body, 
and distilled it down into her uddersg ascream.

in tne butcher stalls. The fat itself, however, he 
found was made up of butter oil, or Oleine and 
margarine, and of tallow, stearine and glycerine: 

This he did 
by imitating the processof mature These severa) 
machines here are nothing but the organs ofan 
iron cow. The fat is caught up in them, and when 
you reach the last stage of the process by which i 
is resolved into ‘ts elements, you have oleomarge- 
rine, or chemically pure butter oil, and stearine for 
our candle department, and glycerine for fine toilet 
soaps, and tallow to be sold as such. It is a mistake 
to suppose there is tallow in vleomargarine. The 
object of all this expensive machinery is to take 
the tallcw out, Speakiog from the standpointaf 
science, oleoma’garine {s purer than churn butter, 
for churn butter} is found in combinatian with 
stearic acid, It is this powerfal acid which causes 
butter to beeome rancid, or, in . other 
words, which causes it to deeay. Now. oleo- 
margarine is slow to become rancid. Were we 
compelled to.use milk in churning it, to give a 
peculiar flavor which we are accastomed torfind in 
ordinary butter, it would never grow rancid. In 
fact, the oleoma garine oll, which ix churned with 
milk to make butter, remains sweet and pure in 
every climate and through every season.

Whether 
all single ladies will indorse that sentiment 
or not, I cannot tell; but the bapprest and 
most contented old maids I have ever met 


made excellent muthers and wives, and 
prove the fact by the unaffected delight they 
take in contemplating the domestic Joys 0! 
their married sisters. But let me pa 8 0.4 to the 
author's treatment of some other failings of 
old maids.

Here, for example, is the portrait of 
a lady whose excellent qualities of mind and 
heart were spoiled by her morbid craving to 
look juvenile: “This oppressive dread of not 
appearing young, which is indeed ever 
present.to her fancy, was remarkably conspic- 
uous the other day when she sat for her 
picture to obilge a relative. When she 
cust her eye upon the sketch, in which 
the painter, to secure a likeness, had 
given peculiar strength to his outline, 
her vexation rose to agony. She appre- 
hended that all the spectators of her portrait 
would read the horrid words forty-seven in 
every line of her face, The idea continued 
to prey on her mind to such a degree that 
when she ascended a second time into the 
sitting chair of the painter her features ex- 
hibited more visible terror than those lovely 
victims, Anne Boleyn and the queen Of 
Scots, are said to have discovered when they 
mounted the block. 

Envy and credulity are the other two par- 
ticular failings of old maids, The three 
‘particular good qualities’ of the ‘‘autum- 
nal sisterhood” dre ingenuity, patience, and 
charity. 

-It will perhaps rather startle many of the 
sex to learn that sume illustrious fathers of 
the church have held the doctrine that “‘when 
our progenitors were first created it was the 
intention of Heaven that Eve herself should 
become an old maid.’’ And further that, ac 
cording to St. Romwald, Eve herself, in the 
ninety-ninth year ofthe world, instituted a 
religious order ‘“‘certain young women, who 
were to continue virgins, and to preserve un- 
extinguished the fire which had fallen from 
heaven on the sacrifice of Abel.’ The laiter 
myth is evidently indentical with that of the 
origin of the Vestal Virginsin Rome, Then 
we have the story of Kuuaza, the most beauti- 
ful of all the ninety and three daughters of 
Enoch, who, “in the 291st year of her age, re- 
jected the last offer that was made to her of 
marriage,’ and remained single to her death, 
Passing from mythical traditions to bistory, 
the author mentions as a fact worth notieing, 
that throughout the whole history of the Jews 
there is no record of the existence of any one 
listinguished old maid. Nor was spinsterhood 
held in any more favoramoung the Greeks and 
Romans, though the honor and respect paid 
to Viana, Minerva, and the Vestal Virgins 
would seem toimply that under certain cr 
cumstances old maids were tolerated. But 
after the christian era, as our author poinis 
out with much learning and ingenuity, there 
was an ‘‘infinite increase of old maids.’?

f Savannah and Charleston people are willing to pay 
good prices and the Atlauta people are not; hence, 
the poultry goes to savannah and Charleston and 
istaken rightout of this markettogo there. There 
is no remedy but for the AUanta people to consent 
to pay better prices,”’ 

The market is bare of almost everything attrac- 
tive. The winds along thecoast have ruined the 
fish market, and no fish of any consequence may 
ve expected for two or three weeks yet. Vegetables 
are very scarce. There were no cabbage in the 
market yesterday whatever. Celery 
is elk at A dollar and 
a half a dozen—more than double what it wasa few 
weeks ago. There are few radishes in the market 
and sume mustard salad The salad sells at twenty- 
five cents a peck, Altogéther the situation is 
g'ooniy.

MISS ELIZA BOWEN GIVES HER 
VIeVvvVSs, 


A Lady cf Observation and Experience Gives Some 
Good Sugges:ions as to the Education of Giris— 
Topics of Siudy, and toe Best Meaus 
of Inculeating Them, Ew., Bite. 


The education of girls is a topic of most vital in- 
terest. A reporter of THe CONSTITUTION called on 
Miss Bowen, a successfuland well-known precep- 
tress of Atlanta, and said: 

Miss Bowen, I have heard of some criti- 
cisms made by you on the course of study se- 
lected for Georgia girls. Do you object to express- 
ing youropinions? 

Miss Bowen—As they have been written over my 
name in the Boston Journalof Education, a very 
widely circulated paper, I cannot object. Our 
Georgia schools for the higher education of girls 
make Latin an almost universal study. Iam sure 
I have known hundreds of girls, literally hundreds, 
who have studied Latin. Now Ihave made dill- 
gent inquiry, for the express purpose, and I have 
not yet found asinglegirl who has read any Latin 
uuless she expected to 
teach it. Besides this, nearly two-thirds of 
spending (between recitation and study) at least an 
hour and a half a day onit for two years. I think

Virgil, 
Livy, ete., many times for my own pleasure aud 
profit before I ever dreamed of teaching, and I have 
read them many times with pupils. it cannot be 
denied thatthe study of Latin disciplines the men- 
tal powers just as any other exercise Of them 
would. That Latin has any peculiar or exclusive 
effect is nottrue. Onthe contrary, Latin too ex- 
clusively studied, giyes partial and one-sided train- 
ing tothe mind. ithink itis true that Latin has 
been taught by a bettermethod tha: science, and 
therefore some better results have been attained. 

Reporier—Is not the training derived from phys- 
ical science one-sided? 
Miss B—Of course it would be exclusively pur- 
suer. But ladvocate the study, not only of math- 
ematics and literature, but of mental science which 
includes several important branches 
training both profound and practical.

The 
education I would have, without the 
Latin, would a tnousand times better tit giris 
for the higher industrial traiuiug, and by getiing 
time from the Latin, would give ume for this train 
iog. 1 coustauudy have this Latin question brivg 
betore me the need«f some sort of iudustrial edu- 
cation fur girls. 1 never advise girls whom I teach 
nut to study Latin. I| find that the tremendous 
lessons we southerners have had about the reverses 
that may befail women, has made a large number of 
parents, in schooling their girls, have an eye to 
their teaching; and while a Kkuowledge of Latin is 
made necessary for higher posi ions, 1 will uot take 
any respousibility aboutit.

The uuintelli- 
gible bill that came irom the conference Come 
mittee in itselt is wortuless, of course— 
worse than worthless, in fact—for it prom ses 
to unsettle business to sume extent, and to do 
no good in the way of relieving the people. 
But it bas at least two good and significant 
Meanings. First, it isa coucession made by 
the protectionists themselves that the tarilf 
needs revision; and secondly, it makes the 
beginning of such a popular agitalivn of the 
subject as must bring abuut, and | hove very 
speedily, a complete overthrow of the protec- 
tivesystem. It is a good augury when the 
protectionists quarrel among theuseives. In- 
Geed, | am surprised that they bave not quar- 
reled before. The protected manufacturers 
in the country are the stupidest people alive. 
How in the name of common sense are the 
Manufacturers of New England to prosper 
much longer if they cannot get free raw mia- 
terial?

REDUCTIONS DEMANDED, 

“You think, then, that the next congress 
will make reductions?" 

What congress will do I bave no means of 
knowing; but the people have demanded re- 
ductions, and how can congress honorably re- 
fase to do what it was elected to do? I can 
answer for myself. I propose to introduce a 
bill on the very first day of the session to re- 
duce the duties toa revenue basis. A _ reve- 
nue tariff is a tariff that will admit of the 
greatest possibile amount of importations, 
and at the same time raise a suflicient reve- 
nue. The imposition of any duty, of course, 
tends to diminish the amount of importa- 
lidns; but a revenue tariff diminishes the 
amount as little as possible in order to collect 
the necessary amountof revenue. Whenthe 
amount of revenue becomes too large, te 
method of reducing it under a revenne tariff 
isto enlarge the free list. The basis of the 
bill that I shall introduce is these proposi- 


for revenue only ought to be 
levied on ariicles that are not produced in this 
country, such as tea, coflee and spices. 

‘2. All raw materials ought to be admitted 
free of duty, such as copper, iron ore, woo! 
and lumber. A sufliciently explicit definition 
of raw material is ‘all substances to be used 
in manufactures upon which skilled labor has 
not been expended.’ 

“3 Noarticie should be dutiable the like 
of which is produced or manufactured here 
and sent from our countrv and sold in foreign 
markets. This includes all our agricuitural 
products—butter, hides, stock and animals of 
all kinds, as well as watches, jewe.ry, cutlery 
and the like, which we already export. 

‘4. All drugs and most chemicals should be 
on the free list. 

“9. La levying duties regard should be had 
to the difference between luxuries and neces’ 
sities. The Jaiter should come in under the 
lowest possible duty, and the former under 
the highest necessary. 

‘‘A duty should be levied on wines, liquors 
and tobacco, in no cases less tban theinternal! 
revenue tax on similar ariicles of home pro- 
duction. 

“7. The rate of duty on all articles which 
pay m: rethan 20 per cent. should be de- 
creased five cents annually until the rate be- 
came 20 per cent—that is, articles which. 
now pay 50 per cent should pay only 45 per

“8. The rate of duty onall articles which 
pay as much as 20 per cent Sand more than 5 
percent should be decreased five cents an- 
nually until the rate beeomes 5 per cent.

WIFE MURDER IN TENNESSEE, 


A Shocking Crime in Which a Brutal Husband Sar- 
 f passes Atrecity.

CHATTANOOGA,March 17.—A special to the 
Deu.ocrat from Fayetieville, Tennessee, says 
Lincoln county is wHd with excitement over 
the brutal murder of Mrs Nancy Dolan, 
aged 63 years. Her husband, aged 72 
years, was arrested on suspiciun, this after- 
noon and safely jodged in jail. Dolan the 
prisoner, and husband of the murdered wo- 
man, s4y§ heand his wife retired as usual 
last night, when, abouteleven o'clock, he was 
awakened by a suffucating smoke. Being 
very dark he got up w a-certain the 
meaning and, had only advanced a few feet 
from the bed in the direction of the 
fireplace when he cante across the nude and 
lifeless body of his dead wite, with ber skull 
crushed in and every parcicie of clothing 
burned from her bouy. Blows on the head 


were inflicted by a huge hickury club 
three feet in length, and of sufficient 
diameter to have killed an ox at 


one blow. After the discovery, he drags her 
body through tue front dour and out inw the 
yard, returned io the house, extinguishes the 
Hames that had burnt away part of the fluor- 


ing in the reom. The supposed mur- 
derer then flies to a neighbor’s 
house. (They return together. ‘They find 


the victim stark, charred and lifeless and hor. 
ribly mutilated, nota thread of linen remain- 
ing. Lbe fatal rvom is next visited. fhe 
walls are found bespattered with biood. Pools 
stand on the fluor, while the fatal ciub stands 
against the fireplace, and two 
large  jholes are burnt in the 
fluuring. Nothing isknown of the guilt of 
the husband, further than the strongest cir- 
cumstantialevidence, which goes to show 
that he imflicted the fatal blows, and in order 


to conceal the crime fired the  build- 
ing, ee finding it did not 
burn heft, and under the excitement of the 


moment dragged the dead body outin the yard 
and ran to the nearest neighbors and in- 
formed them of the murder. Dolan denies 
the’crime, but the proo is strong. Due pre- 
cautiuns are being taken and the jail 
is Well guarded to night, as it would be nv 
surprise if some attempt to lynch him is 
made. Dvolan is a well-to-do farmer, and he 
and his aged wife bad lived together for

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NEW YORK’S NARROW ESCAPE 
* FROM A DUEL, 


The Students of Columbia College Law fehool Ar. 
ranges L tile Senration of their Own—F ghtin 
tae Penneyivenia Sensie—Lizzie Nutt 
Speaks About Hor Lever, Ere. 


New York, March 17.—A fdolish quirre 
between two young law students has not only 
involved the participants in serious trouble, 
but also four friends who were silly enough 
to allow themselves to be drawn into the af- 
fair, Five young men were brought before 
Justice Power, of the Fourth district police 
court, this afternoon to answer to the charge 
of attempted duelling. They were Robert 
Mahon of this city, Count J. F. Belliena of 
Brazil, Marquis Matteo Fajardo of Porto Rico, 
residing in New York; Dr. Charles Cross, and 
GeorgejAlcott,alsoof New York. They are all 
students of the law or medical department of 
Columbia college, and were arrested by 
Captain Clinchy and two detectives, as they 


were preparing to ascend up the elevated ° 
railroad station at [Twenty-third street and 
Third avenue. The officers foand a derrin- 
ger dueling pistol on Count Bellieni, a‘load- 
ed revulver on Mr. Mahone, a loaded revol- 
ver and another derringeron Marquis Fajar- 
do. These young men were the first to meet 
at the corner, andafew minutes afterward 
were joined by Dr. Cross and Mr. Alcott 
Che party was just ascending the station 
stairs when the officers, dressed in civilian’s 


clothes, arrested them, and they were 
immediately taken to the Yorkville 
police court, where they were jo ned 


by a score or more of their fellow-students, 
On the way to the court-room Manuu uc- 
knowledged that the party was on its way to 
Berrian’s island, on Bowery bay, where a 
duel was to have been fought between him- 
selfand Mr, Charles W. Smith. The mar- 
quis and count were his secouds, and the 
doctor and Mr. Alcott represented his oppo- 
nent. The other gentlemen corroborated 
this statement. Mr. Smith, the other pria- 
cipal in the affair, however, evinced more 
discretion than bravery, and did not appear 
at the appointed rendesvouz, and was there- 
fore not arrested with the orhers. 

CAUSE OF THE QUARREL, 

The cause of the quarrel, as told by Mahon, 
is that on last Thursday evening he met Smith 
on Broacway, near the St. James hotel, and 
after a brief conve:sation an aitercation took 
place, which resulted in Mahon being slapped 
in the face. Smith also said some unpleas 
ant things of the Alpha Delta Pi coliege fra- 
ternity, of wh ch Mahonisa member. After 
a co sultation with some of his college 
friends, Mahon concluded that it was a mat- 
ter of enough importance to be settled by the 
code of honer, and he accordingly sent 
Smith a chailenge to fizhe a duel. 
Smith promptly accepted it, and foils were 
chosen for weapons. This choice was 
sfrerward changed to pistols by mutual con- 
sent, and tbe murderous-looking derringers 
were selected as the particular weapuns to 
wipe ou’ the insulting stain which blackened 
Mr. Mahon’sreputation. the seconds took 
charge of the affair, and arranged all the de- 
tails. The place of meeting was at the cor- 
ner of Twenty-third street and rhird avenue, 
whence the party was o start for Berrian's 
island. The tight probably would not have 
taken place at the appointed time, even if 
the arrest had not been made, owing to the 
absence of Mr. Smith, but it might have been 
renewed at some future time with more or 
less sanguinary results. 

IN COURT. 

After reaching the ,courtroom the young 
men chatted together in the waiting room 
indifferently and carelessly, and smoked cig- 
arettes, seemingly oblivious of the fact that 
they were charged with one of the must seri- 
ous offenses in the penal code. They ap- 
peared totally unable to realize ther posi 
tions. Atabout5 o'clock they were brought 
before Justice Power, who -refused to con- 
tinue their examination until they were prop- 
erly represented by legal counsel “Young 
men,” he said, ‘‘you seem to regard this as 
a trifling matter, but itis one of the most 
serious offenses known. It is no more nor 
less than manslaugtiter, and I don’t know 
that I can even admit you on bail after your 
examination and before your trial. I will, 
however, admit you on bail of $1,000 each to 
appear here on Saturday morning for exami- 
nation, and I would earnestly advise you to 
secure legal advice.”’ 

HOW THE POLICE HEARD OF THE APFAIR. 

Mr. Domivgo Perazza, a druggist of No. 301 
Third avenue, whose place is much frequent- 
ed by the college students, heard of the duel 
through a mutual friend of both belligerens, 
and, being desirous of preventing bloodshed, 
informed the police officers, He was un 
aware that the offense was of such a grave 
nature, und supposed the officers would 
merely prevent the fight and not arrest the 
participants. He wasin the courtrvom yes- 
oY ufternoon,the picture of dejection and 
cé@trition, and gfustly furnished the requisite 
bail as a partial reparation to the boys tur the 
part be had so unwittingly taken in their 
urrest. The young men areall of good family 
and move in fashionable circles of society.

The combatants were Mr. Emery, 
the millionaire oil speculator of McKean 
county, and Dr. McKmgbt, the Jefferson 
county Lycuargus, who has been smarting for 
several weeks uver the ridicule heaped upon 
his legislative schemes by fellow senators. 
The defeat yesterday of the doctor's bill to 
decrease the number of legislators and ipn- 
crease their salaries had left him ina humer 
that was not to be trifled with. While ade 
bate was in progress, Dr. McKnight, musun- 
derstanding a remark of Mr. Emery, ex- 
claimed: 

“You say I dodged, do you, eh? Make 
the charge, then, eh?” the doctor excitedly 
stammered as he danced half-way around 
Emery. 

‘That's enough about it now,”’ said Emery, 
turning his back upon the doctor and going a 
step or two away, to the evident disappoint- 
mentof some of the spectators, - 

The doctor stepped after Emery and irri- 
tated him again. Once more they were face 
to face arguing. 

‘‘Yes,’’ exclaimed Emery, “I charge that 
you have been misrepresenting your constitu- 
ents in this matter.” 

‘No, I haven't,” shrieked the doctor.

The bill also 
contains several provisions against the sale of 
liquors on Sunday, against sales at any time 
to habitual drunkards, or to ‘‘a person in re- 
gard to whom the dramseller has been noti- 
fied not do to so by a member of the family.”’ 

This bill was passed by a senate that con- 
sists fof 28 democrats and 6 republicans, 
and by a house made up of 108 democra's, 26 
repubiicans and 6 greenbackers.

It must stand two years, because 
the legislature does not again meet until the 
winter of 1885, its sessions being biennial.

GENERAL HENRY C. WAYNE, a well known citi- 
zen of Georgia, died in Savanuah last Thur:day, at 
the age of sixty-eight. Hiscareer has been an-ac- 
tiveone. He entered the military academy at 
West Pointin is24. became a second lieutenant 
in the Fourth Artillery in 18%, and 
in 1842 was promoted to be first 
lieutenant in the First Artillery. He was made cap- 
tain and quartermaster in 1546. He served in the 
Mexican war, and was brevetted majer for gallant 
and meritorious services at Contrera and Cheru- 
busco. After the annexktion of the territory ac- 
quired from Mexico there was some difficulty as to 
transportation. General Wayne suggested th, 
project of employing camels for that purpose, and, 
through his instrumentality, a number of these 
animals Were imported.

TiE LESSON OF THE DUKES SCANDAL. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

The terrible social and domestic relations brought 
outin the trial of N. L. Dukes, at Uuiontown, Pa.., 
for the murder of Captain Nutt, by the testimony 
and by the letters which passed between the accus- 
ed and the deceased, point a moral which should 
not zo unheeded in any. household. They empaa- 
size with solemn impressiveness the necessity for 
thorough family discipline, and the importance of 
guarding with greater vigilance than ever the youth 
and innocence of inexperienced girls from the 
snares aud temptations which they may meetat the 
outset of life. The strict formality and convention 
alism which characterize social customsin England, 
for instance, are perhaps too stiff and contrained, 
Yet once more the old question arises—which has 
been discussed publicly and privately so often be 
fore under the warnings of similar cases—would 
it not be better to have a little more of English 
strictness in our social forms, and a good deal less 
of the wild freedom in which many American girls 
are permitted to indulge? The unfortunate girl 
who was the ead cause of her father’s death was 


probably all»wed no more liberty than thousands 
of American parents grant to their hildren, but it 
may be safely asserted from the letters written by 
Dukes to Captain Nutt, and which were part of the 
testimony in the case, that parental license is 
answerable for much of the ruia and desolation 
that hnuve been wrought. And this may be said 
without reflecting in the slightest deg.ee upon the 
parents themselves in this particular case. In per- 
mitti g hisdaughter to enjvy the unguarded and 
uures'ric'ea companionship of geutiemen, Mr. Nutt 
was simply fullowiug what has become a wide- 
spread custom in the United States, and one which, 
to a large extent, has grown up with a vew country 
and grown out of the peculiar conditions which 
necessarily characterized American suciety in the 
beginning. There has been felt to be a sort of ap- 
propriateness in conforming the spiri and forms of 
our social fabric to those of our political institu- 
tions, and we have rejoiced to think that a broader 
and less rigid domes.ic training has given the fe- 
male character iu America a strength of freshoess 
aud independence which are apt to be lacking un- 
der more sever- and austere development. But it 
seems time to reflect whether the limit bas not been 
overstepped, since we have so long outgrown the 
timple customs which were once appropriate aud 
comparatively free from danger. Atall events, it 
is nut too much to say that laxity in morals is too 
often due to laxity in domestic discipline. Certain- 
ly the wretched story that is told in the trial at 
Uniontown carries with it a warning that parents 
every where should s riously lay to heart. Of Dukes, 
whose acquittal in court does not acquit before so- 
ciety, ana which acquittal has raised a storm of in- 
dignation, there can be but one opi ion; yet were 
there no panels outof the sheepfold, the lembs 
would be safe from the wolves.
